said city shall, within sixty days from the 
d-ite of tha passage of the resolution to tike 
lacb lands 01 any of them, die in tho ofllcc 
of the recorder of deeds of said

t description of sakl lauds, by numbers upr-u 
the assessor's plati of said city, and a stati 
mint that the same are taken pursuant to 
the provisions of this act, which description 
sud statement shall bo signed by tho Mayor 
of said city, and upon the filing of saoli 
itaUmient and description, the title to all 
inch land?, shall rest in the City of Provi- 
dence; and ii any parly shall agree wiih 
old city for the price of his laud, so taken, 
tho same shall be paid to him forthwith by 
«aid city. 
The said cily shall foitbwilh fix 


tho grade of said district, and bring the 
same lo such grade, with reference lo a com- 
plete drainage of the same and of other por- 
of the 'city, for the protection and preserva- 
tion ot the health of thy city. 


SEC 2. Any person entitled to any estate, 


In any part of the land so taken, who can- 
not agree with said city for the price of tbe 
land so taken, may, within ninety days 
from the tiling of the statement and de- 
scription referred to in tho preceding sec- 
tion, apply by petition to tbe Supreme 
Court in tbe county of Providence, setting 
forth tbe taking of his lands and praying 
for an assessment of damages by a jury. 
Upon the filing of said petition the said 
court shall cause twenty days notice of the 
pendency thereof to he given to said city, 
by serving the Mayor of said city with a 
certificate copy thereof, and may proceed, 
after such notice, to the trial thereof, and 
inch trial shall determine a'l questions of 
fact relating to tho value of such land, ami 
the amount thereof, and judgment shall be 
entered upon the verdict of such jury, and 
etaoution may ba issued therefor. 


SKO. 3. All ianda taken under this act, 


otherwise than by purchase, shall be taken 
within three years after the passage of this 
act.
